The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference characters "42" and "44" have both been used to designate guide track (page 5). 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended.

(A) Claim 1, line 5, "the supporting surface" lacks antecedent basis. 

(B) Claim 8, line 1, "the track" lacks antecedent basis. 

(C) Claim 9, line 17, "the lower barrier end' lacks antecedent basis. 

5. Claims 1 and 9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Claims 1-8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. USPN 6402239, USPN 5271 183 teach similar safety barrier.
